The delegation, represent- 
ing .mmigrants who were sr- 
parated from their immediat« 
families on coming to Israe!. 
asked the Foreign Minister to 
do her utmost to reunite 
them with their relatives. Mrs. 
Meir promised her fullest sup- 
port in these efforts and 
noted the Rumanian Govern- 
ments humanitarian policy 
in the past 
such reunions. 

The group included mothers 
whose children remained be- 
hind in Rumania, husbands 
whose wives had not received 
permission to leave for Israel, 
wives who had arrived with- 
out their husbands, and young 
children who were separated 
from their parents. 

Mrs. Meir was told of the 
most tragic cases of separa- 
tion: an elderly woman who 
lost five of her six daughters 
during World War Two and 
has been waiting for over 
nine years for her remaining 
daughter to join her in Is- 
rae!l: two children aged eight 
and 12 who were separated 
from their parents 

The delegation stressed that 
these were typical of the 
plight of several thousand fa- 
milies, many of whose mem- 
bers have been in Terael for 
some time
